In the beautiful religion of old 
Rome the spirits of dead ancest- 
ors were supposed, to hover over 
the domestic arth, eh dace 
over the welfare of their descend- 
Foremost among the 
“Lares’’ of modern: Italy is rank- 
ed the hero of Caprera. It is not 
for nothing that Italian opinion 
is adverse to the present war. If 
Italy has decided to preserve a 
strict neutrality, and has so not- 
jfied Germany when asked wheth- 
er she would step forward to the 
aid of the other members of the 
Triple Alliance, it is because the 
tradition of the ‘‘red shirt’’ of 
1860 still survives, from  Pied- 
mont and Venetia to Calabria 
and Sicily. The Triple Alliance. 
Italy claims, is a defensive com- 
pact only; hence she is under no 
obligation to participate in a 
war which her allies are them- 
selves the aggressors.
